"(a) If prosecution in an application is closed, an applicant may request continued examination of the 
application by filing a submission and the fee set forth in § I.J 7(e) prior to the earliest of: 

(J Payment of the issue fee, unless a petition under § 1.313 is granted; 

(2) Abandonment of the application; or 

(3) The filing of a notice of appeal to the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit under 35 
U.S.C 141, or the commencement of a civil action under 35 U.S. C. 145 or 146, unless the appeal or civil action is terminated,

C.F.R. 1.97 and 1.98) in an application subject to a notice of allowance under 35 U.S.C. §151. An appeal 
brief or a reply brief (or related papers) will not be considered a submission under 37 C.F.R. 1. 1 14. See 3 7 
C.F.R. }. 114(d). The submission, however, may consist ofthe arguments in a previously filed appeal brief or 
reply brief, or may simply consist of a statement that incorporates by reference the arguments in a 
previously filed appeal brief or reply brief. In addition, a previously filed amendment after final may satisfy 
this submission requirement, American inventor's Protection act of 1999, Question & Answer AS, MPEP 
706.07(h)II.
